LONDON - UP - Prime Min­ 
ister Sir Anthony Eden announc­ 
ed today that the United States, 
Fiance and Britain are joining in 
a “ users association” intended to 
take over operation of the Suez 
Canal. 
The association, to be formed 
“without 
delay,” 
would employ 
pilots,

co llect'canal tolls and act as a 
voluntary association for the ex­ 
ercise of rights of canal users, 
Eden’s announcement before the 
House of Commons said. 
Egypt would receive “ appropri­ 
ate payments” and would be ask­ 
ed to cooperate in maintaining 
maximum flow of traffic.
